To Peg Prices 


New Madrid.—The New Feed to 
Food Program recently announced 
by the Department of Agriculture 
is not a price pegging proposition 
according to Earl Cambron, chair­ 
man of the local Triple-A Commit­ 
tee. 
The new program is designed to 
convert large supplies 
of feed 
available in this country to con­ 
centrated food products, such as 
pork, dairy products, eggs, and 
poultry. To stimulate this program, 
the government will make pur­ 
chases in the open market. When­ 
ever it appears that market prices 
will fall below the level which 
will assure farmers a reasonable 
return, purchases will be made. 
Hog prices, for example, will be 
supported at an average price of 
nine dollars. This is not a floor 
or a ceiling, but is merely a sup­ 
ported average price. 
"Consumers have been assured 
prices for farm foods will not be 
exorbitant”, Cambron said. 
"If 
unwarranted 
speculation 
causes prices to rise sharply, the 
Government will release food on 
the market and return prices to the 
desired level.” 
Purchases of hogs, dairy, and 
poultry products will be made to 
support hogs, at nine dollars a 
hundred, 
butter at 31 cents a 
pound, eggs at 22 cents a dozen, 
and chickens at 15 cents a pound. 
"It is time to begin converting 
our ever-normal granary supplies 
of grain into ever-normal food 
fupplies,” Cambron said.

Fetes 125th Anniversary 


New York.—Four volumes 
of 
Scriptures every minute, day and 
night, for the last 125 years is 
the record of distribution made by 
the American Bible Society, which 
celebrates its 125th anniversary in 
May. A total circulation of ap­ 
proximately 
305,555,700 
Bibles. 
Testaments and Portions, was re­ 
ported 
at 
the Society’s annual 
meeting this Thursday in the Board 
of Estimate Room in City Hall, in 
the historic setting where the So­ 
ciety was organized. 
Mayor LaGuardia addressed the 
meeting and the Society’s presi­ 
dent, John T. Manson, presided. 
The Bible Society began its work 
in 1816 in the upper room of the 
office of a printer 
on 
Nassau 
Street. Today, from a six-story 
building on one of New York’s 
busiest corners, the Society grown 
to a national and international or­ 
ganization, conducts its activities 
through fourteen offices in the 
United States, and 32 foreign of­ 
fices and distribution centers serv­ 
ing more than 40 countries. 
Through all the busy years of 
expansion the American Bible So­ 
ciety has adhered faithfully to its 
original purpose, to promote a 
wider circulation 
of 
the Holy 
Scriptures, without note or com­ 
ment. 
This involves three pro­ 
cesses, translation, publication and 
distribution of the Scriptures. 


INTO MANY TONGUES 


During this 125 years the Bible 
Society has been the sole publisher 
of the Scriptures in 65 languages, 
in Asia, Africa, the Americas, and 
the Pacific Islands. In addition to 
this, the Society has joined with 
other Bible Societies or published 
some text or form at, not otherwise 
obtainable, in 79 languages and 
dialects. There are 93 more lan­ 
guages in which the Society has 
distributed Scriptures purchased 
from other publishers, making a 
total of 237 languages and dialects 
in which the Society has distribut­ 
ed God’s Word. The record con­ 
tinues to grow, for there were in 


proces of translation, at the end 
of 1940, New Testaments for the 
i Quechua Indians of the Andes, 
Scriptures for other Indian tribes 
of Guatemala, for the more re- 
! mote peoples of the Philippines, 
and for the Aymara Indians of 
I Bolivia. 


PRINTING THE SCRIPTURES 


In order to provide Scriptures at 
! a price that he can afford to pay 
j and in the language he speaks, the 
Bible Society, from its beginning, 
has closely supervised the pro-1 
cesses of production. The program ' 
for 1940 was a very active one. 
Several of the volumes were pro- j 
duced because of the war emerg­ 
ency. Special editions 
of 
New 
Testaments were ordered for the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. For 
use in the Dutch East Indies, and 
for war prisoners in Europe and j 
I Canada. Gospels in the appropriate i 
languages were printed. 
I 
Whenever there is a war the | 
Society’s records show that there 
, is an increased demand for the 
| Holy Scriptures, and this held true 
during 1940. The number of New 
Testaments issued from the Bible j 
House, in New York, was the larg- 
I est since 1921. 
With the close of 1940, the Thai­ 
land Agency of the Society rounds 
out 50 years. It was a notable year 
because, in spite of war conditions 
and war prices, a reprinting of the 
entire Bible was completed. The 
Thai type has hitherto taken as 
much space for one line as the 
roman does for three, but the re­ 
vised type, occupying 
far 
less 
space, makes possible a much 
smaller book. With the publication 
of the Bible, a “pocket” size New 
Testament 
and single Scripture 
portions, the 50th year printing 
program 
in 
Thailand exceeded 
12,000.000 pages. 


DISTRIBUTING THE BOOK 


1940 marked the completion of 
40 years of the establishment of 
the Society’s agency 
for 
work 


among the Negroes of the United 
States. It was, also, one of the 
largest in distribution of the Scrip­ 
tures to the Blind, a work the So­ 
ciety 
has been rendering since 
1835. In addition to supplying em­ 
bossed volumes in various systems, 
the Society distributes Scripture 
Talking Book Records, for those 
unable to read any embossed sys­ 
tem. 
In the establishment of friend­ 
ly relations to the south, the Bible 
can play a large part. The demand 
for more Scriptures from Latin 
America has echoed from every 
corner. The growth of the evan­ 
gelical churches and their mis­ 
sionary activities, 
together with 
awakening spiritual desires, are 
factors in this situation. 
In the face of widespread and 
mountainous obstacles China’s cir­ 
culation for 1940 exceeded that of 
the year before. The hunger for 
Scriptures in China increases con­ 
tinually. To meet this situation the 
Bible Society took extreme meas­ 
ures. Matrices for printing plates 
were sent by air to West China. 
Trucks were purchased to carry 
large loads from the coast to the 
far interior. Some shipments went 
up the famous Burma Road. Oth­ 
ers trickled into distant provinces 
by the steady and adroit opera­ 
tion of the Chinese Post Office.

The seed-box is under closer ob­ 
servation than even a seed-bed; it 
may be carried to a shady spot dur­ 
ing an excessively warm spell. It 
can be kept where the hose is han­ 
dy, and soaked daily. The seedling 
plants may be kept growing without 
a check, and, when they are ready 
to move, transplanting may be more 
easily performed by carrying the 
flat directly to the spot where the 
plants are to be set out. 
The management of the “flat” is 
the same, whether it be used out­ 
doors or indoors. 
The standard 
sizes range from 12x18 to 14x20 
inches, 4 inches deep. They are 
nailed together loosely, and it is 
not necessary to bore holes in the 
bottom for drainage, as excess wa­ 
ter will escape through the cracks. 
The flat should be filled with a

Cadet Killed 
In Collision 
Of Two Planed 


One flying cadet was killed al­ 
most instantly and another hurt» 
Friday at 9:15 a. m. in a collision 
of Army planes at the auxiliary 
field of the Air Corps Training 
Detachnjgpt eight miles north of 
Sikeston. 
Dean Walter Cooper, 21, La­ 
fayette, Ind., was killed in the 
mishap. Reed Cody Owens, Praise, 
Ky., 
sustained 
lacerations 
and 
bruises, but was not critically in­ 
jured. Cadet Owens was taken to 
the Sikeston General Hospital. 
The crash occurred as Owens 
was bringing his Army Stearman 
training plane into the field in 
landing. The craft struck the plane, 
piloted by Cooper, which had just 
landed, from the rear and side. 
Capt. C. B. Root, commanding 
officer at the detachment, report­ 
ed that both planes were on the 
ground when the collision occur­ 
red. He explained that Owens’ vi­ 
sion was obscured by a “blind 
spot,” the wings of the craft pi­ 
loted by the Kentuckian, and that 
he did not see Cooper’s plane be­ 
low him as he came down. Fly­ 
ing Cadet Cooper’s ship was not 
in motion at the time ef the crash.

HOG CHOLERA IS 
VERY DECEPTIVE 


Unfortunately, most 
contagious 
diseases of animals do not follow a 
fixed course of symptoms. This Is 
especially true of hog cholera, great­ 
est disease enemy 
of 
America's 
swine industry. 


For example, hogs of any age may 
die of acute cholera, with symptoms 
that resemble those of poisoning; 
others may fall in convulsions or 
fits that simulate a disorder of the 
brain; still others may linger for 
many days with dysentery as the 
outstanding sign of trouble. 


Owners whose herds have been 
properly immunized against cholera 
are freed from the worry of con­ 
stantly seeking suspicious symptoms 
in their pigs. But, for those whose 
herds have not been properly im­ 
munized the following danger signs 
of hog cholera should be watched 
for: 


A tendency to remain in the hog 
house and snuggle beneath bedding; 
gumming together of the eyelids by 
a sticky secretion; 
weakness 
as 
shown by a swaying or “wobbly” 
gait; a red discloration of the belly 
surface; persistent scours usually 
yellow in color; sudden convulsions 
or fits; vomiting and extreme pros­ 
tration. Very often one or two pigs 
in a herd die unexpectedly in from 
ten days to two weeks before ap­ 
pearance of sickness in the balance 
of the animals. 


The all important thing is to find 
out just as early as possible the ex­ 
act cause of any sickness involving 


herds of swine. 
At the first sign 
of trouble, the veterinarian should 
examine affected animals and, us­ 
ually, subject one or more to a 
thorough post mortem study.

Although there is no cure for hog 
cholera, 
top 
heavy 
losses 
may 
sometimes be prevented if the un­ 
affected animals in the herd are 
given increased doses 
of 
serum 
and virus according to the Judg­ 
ment of the veterinarian. The best 
safeguard, however, is vaccination 
before an outbreak occurs. In fact, 
all pigs should be so immunized, 
around weaning time, just as a mat 
ter of common sense safety.

BURIAL SOCIETIES LOSE 
IN VOTE ON INSPECTION 


Jefferson 
City , 
May 
6.—The 
burial societies operating in Mis 
! souri met defeat in the Senate 
| today in their efforts to obtain 
passage of a law which would re­ 
liev e them of superv ision by the 
State Insurance Department, and 
permit them to continue in busi­ 
ness v irtually without superv ision. 
The burial society legislation is 
one of the major issues before the 
Legislature, affecting more than 
700,000 policy holders, who make 
small pay ments aggregating in ex ­ 
cess of $3,000,000 a y ear. 
Their bill, introduced by Sena­ 
tor L. N. Searcy of Eminence, pro­ 
posed that superv ision of the soci­ 
eties be placed under the Secre­ 
tary of State, but set up no ex ten- 
iv e req uirements for the protec­ 
tion of the policy holders. 
Senator Phil M. Donnelly of 
Lebanon, 
who 
submitted 
an 
amendment prov iding for ade­ 
q uate superv ision by the Insur­ 
ance Department, and req uiring 
that benefits be paid in cash in­ 
stead of funeral serv ices, denounc­ 
ed the originators of the bill as 
the “burial society gang,” which 
has been “fleecing” the people, in 
his argument in support of his 
amendment. 
The DonneHy amendment was 
adopted by a v ote of 15 to 13. Sen­ 
ator Searcy then placed his bill 
on the informal calendar, pending 
decision as to whether to attempt 
to pass it in the amended form. 
Searcy changed his v ote from no 
to ay e to make possible a motion 
to reconsider the amendment if 
he can induce sev eral Senators to 
change their positions.

What boy or girl has not read 
in the school history and geogra­ 
phy books of that romantic fig- 
! ure of Spain’s foray s into the 
New World, Ponce de Leon? 
It was Ponce who accompanied 
Christopher Columbus on his sec­ 
ond v oy age of discov ery , following 
which he established settlements 
and became gov ernor of what is 
now our own Porto Rico. 
By that time our gallant don, 
though y oung in spirit and y et 
v iv idly fired by romance, realized 
that the freshness of y outh was 
passing and that his personal mile­ 
stones were all too q uickly slip­ 
ping away . 
In the meantime, howev er, he 
had observ ed that the Indians of 
his own Porto Rico periodically 
loaded into their hewn boats and 
made long journey s to the north­ 
ward; leav ing gaunt and weary 
and returning fat 
and 
strong. 
Thereupon it became a reasonable 
certainty 
to 
these 
imaginativ e 
Spaniards that somewhere bey ond 
the northern horizon there was a 
land wherein bubbled a spring the 
waters of which would transmute 
baser metals into precious gold 
and bestow upon aged men the 
strength and freshness of y outh. 
So, with the permission and 
blessing of his king, Ponce de 
Leon betook himself 
northward 
and shortly after Easter, in 1512, 
a landing was made on a sandy

Fetes 125th Anniversary 


New York.— Four 
volumes 
of 
Scriptures every minute, day and 
night, for the last 125 years is 
the record of distribution made by 
the Americ«n Bible Society, which 
celebrates its 125th anniversary in 
May. A total circulation of ap­ 
proximately 
305,555,700 
Bibles. 
Testaments and Portions, was re­ 
ported 
at 
the Society’s annual 
meeting this Thursday in the Board 
of Estimate Room in City Hall, in 
the historic setting where the So­ 
ciety was organized. 
Mayor LaGunrdia addressed the 
meeting and the Society’s presi­ 
dent, John T. Manson. presided. 
The Bible Society began its work 
in 1816 in the upper room of the 
office of a printer 
on 
Nassau 
Street. Today, from a six-story 
building on one of New York’s 
busiest corners, the Society grown 
to a national and international or­ 
ganization, conducts its activities 
through fourteen offices in the 
United States, and 32 foreign of­ 
fices and distribution centers serv­ 
ing more than 40 countries. 
Through all the busy years of 
expansion the American Bible So­ 
ciety has adhered faithfully to its 
original purpose, to promote a 
wider circulation 
of 
the Holy 
Scriptures, without note or com­ 
ment. 
This involves three pro­ 
cesses, translation, publication and 
distribution of the Scriptures. 


IN TO M A N Y T O N G U ES 


During this 125 years the Bible 
Society has been the sole publisher 
of the Scriptures in 65 languages, 
in Asia, Africa, the Americas, and 
the Pacific Islands. In addition to 
this, the Society has joined with 
other Bible Societies or published 
some text or form at, not otherwise 
obtainable, in 79 languages and 
dialects. There are 93 more lan­ 
guages in which the Society has 
distributed 
Scriptures purchased 
from other publishers, making a 
total of 237 languages and dialects 
in which the Society has distribut­ 
ed God’s Word. The record con­ 
tinues to grow, for there were in 


proces of translation, at the end 
of 1940, New Testaments for the 
Quechua Indians of the Andes, 
Scriptures for other Indian tribes I 
of Guatemala, for the more re - ) 
mote peoples of the Philippines, 
and for the Aymara Indians of 
Bolivia. 


P R IN T IN G T H E S C R IP T U R E S 


In order to provide Scriptures at 
a price that he can afford to pay 
and in the language he speaks, the 
Bible Society, from its beginning, 
has closely supervised the pro­ 
cesses of production. The program * 
for 1940 was a very active one. 
Several of the volumes were pro­ 
duced because of the war emerg­ 
ency. Special editions 
of 
New 
Testaments were ordered for the 
Army. Navy and A ir Force. For 
(use in the Dutch East Indies, and 
for war prisoners in Europe and 
Canada. Gospels in the appropriate 
languages were printed. 
Whenever there is a war the 
Society’s records show that there 
is an increased demand for the 
Holy Scriptures, and this held true 
during 1940. The number of New 
Testaments issued from the Bible 
House, in New York, was the larg­ 
est since 1921. 
With the close of 1940. the Thai­ 
land Agency of the Society rounds 
out 50 years. It was a notable year 
because, in spite of war conditions 
and war prices, a reprinting of the 
entire Bible was completed. The 
Thai type has hitherto taken as 
much space for one line as the 
roman does for three, but the re­ 
vised type, occupying 
far

space, 
makes

smaller book. With the publication 
of the Bible, a ‘pocket” size New 
Testament 
and single Scripture 
portions, the 50th year printing

D IS T R IB U T IN G T H E BO O K 


1940 marked the completion of 
40 years of the establishment of 
the Society’s agency 
for 
work 


among the Negroes of the United 
States. It was, also, one of the 
largest in distribution of the Scrip­ 
tures to the Blind, a work the So­ 
ciety 
has been rendering since 
1835. In addition to supplying em­ 
bossed volumes in various systems, 
the Society distributes Scripture 
Talking Book Records, for those 
unable to read any embossed sys­ 
tem. 
In the establishment of friend­ 
ly relations to the south, the Bible 
can play a large part. The demand 
for more Scriptures from Latin 
America has echoed from every 
corner. The growth of the evan­ 
gelical churches and their mis­ 
sionary activities, 
together with 
awakening spiritual desires, are 
factors in this situation. 
In the face of widespread and 
mountainous obstacles China’s cir­ 
culation for 1940 exceeded that of 
the year before. The hunger for 
Scriptures in China increases con­ 
tinually. To meet this situation the 
Bible Society took extreme meas­ 
ures. Matrices for printing plates 
were sent by ai 
to West China. 
Trucks were put chased to carry 
large loads from the coast to the 
far interior. Some shipments went 
up the famous Burma Road. Oth­ 
ers trickled into distant provinces 
by the steady and adroit opera­ 
tion of the Chinese Post Office. 
Mounting costs for printing ma­ 
terials and for transportation were 
only exceeded by the Society’s de­ 
termination 
that the Scriptures 
must get through. 
The great Bible Societies in B ri­ 
tain and on the Continent have be­ 
fore this carried on three-fourths 
of the misionary Scripture distri­ 
bution throughout the world. Much 
of this work is at present cut off 
and the British Society is encount­ 
ering increasing obstacles to a 
continuance of its usual service. 
The American Bible Society, in its 
historic 125th year, must expand 
its sendees beyond anything it has 
done in former years to fill these 
yawning gaps.

The usefulness of a “ fiat” or seed- 
box is not confined to the early 
spring, when seeds may be started 
indoors, o’ in the hotbed and cold- 
frame. 
Even after danger of frost is over, 
and seeds might be sown directly 
in the ground, it will still pay to use 
the seed-box for the very small 
ic.ds, like petunias; and for vari­ 
eties of b th flowers and vegetables 
which require to be transplanted. 
The seed-box is under closer ob­ 
servation than even a seed-bed; it 
may be carried to a shady spot dur­ 
ing an excessively warm spell. It 
can be kept where the hose is han­ 
dy, and soaked daily. The seedling 
plants may be kept growing without 
a check, and, when they are ready 
to move, transplanting may be more 
easily performed by carrying the 
flat directly to the spot where the 
plants are to be set out. 
The management of the “ flat" is 
the same, whether it be used out­ 
doors or indoors. 
The standard 
sizes range from 12x18 to 14x20 
inches, 4 inches deep. They are 
nailed together loosely, and it is 
not necessary to bore holes in the 
bottom for drainage, as excess wa­ 
ter will escape through the cracks.

one loam, preferably sifted to get 
out all lumps. The coarse soil may 
be placed in the bottom, but only 
fine soil should be used on top. 
When seedlings ore grown in an 
outdoor box. it is not necessary to 
transplant them into pots before set­ 
ting them directly in the garden. Byt 
precautions should be taken to avoid 
crowding so that the tiny plants may 
grow as sturdy as possible before 
they are moved. With the coarser 
.sei ds, sow thinly in rows 2 inches 
apart and when the seedlings ap­ 
pear thin out so that each stands 
alone without crowding. 
With the 
finer seeds, it will help to broad­ 
cast the seed rather than sowing 
in rows. 
Take a separate flat for 
each variety and scatter the seed* 
over the whole box. They will have 
more room to grow this way. 
Transplanting may be done as 
soon as plants have made ' true 
leaves. This means the second pair 
of leaves to appear. 
If they are 
left in the box longer than this, 
they should be thinned out, if nec­ 
essary, 
and allowed to develop 
without restraint from crowding. 
Slow germinating subjects are 
usually best handled in a flat or 
flower pot. which can be given 
regular caie until the seedlings

WASHINGTON, D. C,—Drama­ 
tic glimpses of the W. V. S.—the 
Women’s Voluntary Services for 
Civil Defense, which distributes 
the American Red Cross civilian 
relief supplies in Great Britain— 
are rexeaiod in letters to Chairman 
Norman H. Davis, of the Ameri­ 
can Red Cross, from it' chairman, 
the Dowager Marchioness of Read­ 
ing. 
“Yesterday morning.“ she wrote 
from London, “we arrived to find 
our H. Q. seriously damaged by 
blast, elevators out of order, w in­ 
dows and partitions blown down, 
telephone switchboard 
definitely 
beyond immediate repair, the cor­ 
ridors looking like rivers of brok­ 
en glass. The Air Raid Wardens 
were in possession, and firmly or­ 
dered everybody down 
to 
the 
shelters until the danger of fall­ 
ing debris had been dealt with. 
“It was evident that the staff 
were in a rebellious mood at be­ 
ing kept from their work, in spite 
of the loosened, jagged pieces of 
glass which fell from the win­ 
dows as the high wind shook them 
so. putting on my most martial 
air, I insisted that W. V. S., being 
part of the Civil Defense Service, 
must take their share in the clear­ 
ing up process. 
“The man kept on saying ‘It’s 
too dangerous,’ but in the end I 
won. and the whole W. V. S. head­ 
quarters staff marched quietly over 
the debris to their posts and pro­ 
ceeded to sweep up glass, clear#up 
plaster, dust and grit and general­ 
ly put their offices in order. 
“Today, apart from the telephone 
being out of order (secretly, a 
blessed, if only tem porary, relief), 
and having to work in windowless 


offices, which is perishingly cold, 
W. V. S. is functioning as usual.” 
The W. V. S. was prompt to dis- 
I tribute American Red Cross gifts 
right in the heart of the worst 
bombed areas. 
“1 was down the other day in 
one of the very poor boroughs," 
Lady Reading continues. 
"Our 
Center there had been bombed, and 
was a complete shambles, and I 
went there to inaugurate the new 
premises. I wish you could have 
seen the pride which each worker 
showed in dealing with the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross gifts which were 
piled up ready to do their work of 
relief. 
“T could not help thinking that 
the 1 idy in the Pittsburgh Chapter 
who had knitted the red Jumper I 
saw on the top of the pile and ex­ 
amined with tired eyes and no pos­ 
sessions were saying nbout her 
knitting and the gift she had sent. 
T. W. V. S. functioned at Cov­ 
entry under the most appalling dif­ 
ficulties. 
“In the recent frightful raids on 
Coventry and Southampton,” Lady 
Rending wrote in December, “the 
enemy apparently hojjed to para­ 
lyze the life of these important 
communities for all time, to starve 
the people into panic movement as 
happened in France. Fortunately, 
we have learned our lesson well. 
Our Regional system of Civil De­ 
fense Control has prevented the 
worst. 
"While I was in Coventry, Mrs. 
hyde. our organizer for the city, 
took me to see what was left of 
our offices . . . Mrs. Hyde reported 
that when the house seemed to be 
shaking very considerably and the 
first bomb had hit it. she and her 
people on duty retired from it. 
came out into the street and found 
the bembs bursting to such an ex­ 
tent that they literally crept on 
all fours under the protection of 
the wall down the street. When 
they got as far as the cemetery, 
the bombs were so numerous that 


they took cover in the dip of the 
cemetery behind some old monks’ 
tombstones. Thirty seconds later 
a huge bomb fell just over the rise. 
There is no question that the tomb­ 
stones saved them from 
being 
killed. 
"In Coventry they were work­ 
ing on a 16-hour shift, sleeping at 
night on doors that had been blowm 
off their hinges in the raids, set 
up on milk chum s . . . Our Re­ 
gional Organizer cut sandwiches 
from 4:30 p. m. to 9 a. m. next day 
without a stop . . . At 5 a. m. on 
Saturday an Auxiliary Fire Ser­ 
vice man came into the canteen, an 
underground cellar, and was given, 
as everyone else was, a mug of 
tea and a sandwich. 
With his 
mouth full he looked around and 
said, ‘I guess the W. V. S. have 
won the battle of Coventry.’ ”

discuses of animals do not follow a 
fixed course of symptoms.

especially true of hog cholera, great­ 
est disease enemy 
of

For example, hogs of any age may 
die of acute cholera, with symptoms 
that resemble those of poisoning; 
others may fall in convulsions or 
fits that simulate a disorder of the 
brain; still others may linger for 
many days with dysentery ss the 
outstanding sign of trouble 


Owners whose herds have been 
properly Immunized against cholera 
aro fre« d from the worry of con­ 
stantly seeking suspicious symptoms 
In their pigs. 
But, for thosn whose 
herds have not been properly !m 
munized the following danger signs 
of hog cholera should be watched 
for: 


A tendency to remain in the hog 
houso and snuggle beneath bedding; 
gumming together of the eyelids by 
a sticky secretion; 
weakness 
as 
shown by a swaying or “ wobbly” 
gait; a red dlscloratlon of the belly 
surface; 
persistent scours usually 
yellow in color; sudden convulsions 
or fits; vomiting and extreme pros­ 
tration. 
Very often one or two pigs 
in a herd dlo unexpectedly in from 
ten days to two weeks before ap­ 
pearance of sickness In the balance 
of the animals. 


The all Important thing Is to find 
out Just as early as possible the ex­ 
act cause of any sickness Involving 


herds of swine. 
At the first sign 
of trouble, the veterinarian should 
examine affected Hnlmnls and, us­ 
ually, subject one or more to a 
thorough post mortem study.
